The plant now 
has five generators, 
tw o

installed. 
The three that were originally there 
consisted of 
a steam 
unit 
of 100- 
horsepower, one steam Corliss engine 
of 750-horsepower 
and one 
natural 
gas engine of 450-horsepower. 
The 
twTo new 
units 
are 
Allis-Chalm ers 
D iesel type oil engines of 200-horse­ 
power caf 
By 
each, so 
the 
total 
capacity bi 
he plant now 
is 2,100 
horsepower. 
he tw o new 
engines 
are of the la test approved type and 
very econom ical from the view point 
of operation, a s they reduce the fuel 
expense considerably.

250-horsepower 
motor-driven 
generator 
for

the street railw ay exclusively.

located near the river banks.

In addition to the suspension of Hie 
literacy test und the contract labor 
clause the eight dollar head tax has 
been suspended.

understanding that they will engage 
in no other than agricultural labor; 
aud any who fail to accept or after 
acceptance, abandon
